IMPERIAL GOVERNMENT COMPLAINS. 


Shutting Out of Celestials From the 


Philippines Keyarclcd as a Violation 
of International IJIMV and an Of- 
fense .Against /a Friendly Power. 
Military Phase1 of the Problem. 


Washington, Sept. 19.—An emphatic 


protest has been filed with the state 
department 
by the imperial govern- 


ment of China against the military or 
der of General Otis excluding Chinese 
from the Philippine islands. 


Neither the state department nor the 


Chinese legation will give any infor- 
mation concerning the protest, but 
from an entirely .reliable quarter it is 
learned that it insists that General 
Otis' action is contrary to international 
law, 
in violation of existing treaties, 


aud in complete disregard ol the friend- 
ly relations which have been so long 
maintained between the t\vo countries. 


The matter was promptly brought to 


the attention of the president, as the 
protest was of such a character as to 
give the subject an international as- 
pect considerably beyond the purel> 
military questions involved. It is said 
that China points out that she has wel- 
comed the recent advent of the United 
States into the affairs of the far east 
and has hoped that this step would 
prove a further bond and would extend 
the relations between the two coun- 
tries, particularly in their neighboring 
possessions.
